In order to maintain and increase the supplies of paper, 
an essential commodity, the Central Government, in exercise 
of the powers conferred on it by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) issued an order called 
the Paper (Control of Production) Order, 1974, on the 1st 
August, 1974, 

2. Under this Order, all the manufacturers of paper exclud- 
ing those who produce less than twenty tonnes of paper and 
paper boards per day were required to manufacture in every 
month commencing on and from tst day of August, 1974 
and every quarter commencing on and from the 1st October, 
1974 a minimum percentage of their production in the follow-

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3. Clause 5 of the said order specifies how the above per- 
centages may be modified where the installed capacity of a 
manufacturer is not sufficient to manufacture paper according 
to the above percentages. Clause 6 of the order empowers 
the Central Government to exempt a manufacturer from the 
whole or part of the requirements of sub-clause (a) of clause 
3 of the said order which lays down the percentage of manu- 
facture of white printing paper in cases where the installed 
capacity of a manufacturer was for the manufacture of cer- 
tain specialised varieties of paper or where a manufacturer 
cannot produce white printing paper to the specified percent- 
age except at a heavy cost. 

4. On examination it was found that there might be cases 
where it might be necessary to exempt a manufacturer not 
only from the manufacture of white printing paper but also 
of any or all of the other varieties of paper specified in para- 
graph 2 above having regard to the considerations mentioned 
in the paragraph 3 above. Hence the present amendment 
order. Since the exemptions to be given are related to the 
installed capacity for tne manufacture of different types of 
paper and as the cost involved in modifying the pattern of 
production in order to achieve the percentages specified in 
paragraph 2 above will be applicable equally to the manu- 
facturers of other types of paper also, it is fell that the 
amendment order should take effect from the date of com- 
mencement of the principal order that is, 1st August, 1974, 
Further, if the amendment Order is not made retrospectively, 
the manufacturers of white printing paper would get an un- 
intended benefit from the commencement of the principal 
Order to the commencement of the amendment Order which 
would not be available to the manufacturers of other varie- 
ties of paper.

S.O.T82.— The following draft of certain rules, which the Central Government proposes tp make, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading nnd Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) and in supersession 
of the Oil Cakes Grading and Marking Rules, 1962 is hereby published, as required by the said section for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration after 
the expiry of forty-five days from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be consideied by the Central Government. 



DRAFT RULES 

1, Short title and application. — These rules may be called the Vegetable Oil Cakes (Expressed or Solvent Extracted) 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1974. 

2, Definition. — In these rules,— 

(a) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agricultural Mirketing Adviser to the Government of India; 

(b) “Schedule" means a Schedule appended to these rules. 

3, Grade designations.— The grade designations to indicate the quality of oil cakes (expressed or solvent extracted) shall 
be as sot out in column (1) of Schedules IIA to IXB. 

4, Definition of quality.— The’ quality indicated by the grade designations shall be as set out against each grade designa- 
tion in Schedules IIA to IXB, 

5, Grade Designation Marks. — The grade designation mark shall consist of a Label bearing the design set out in 
Schedule I and specifying the grade designation, the name of the cake and whether it is expressed or solvent 
extracted. 

6, Method of marking. — (i) The grade designation mark shall be securely affixed or stencilled on each container in a 
manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser and shall also indicate the number of the Certificate- of- 

_ Authorisation, issued to the packer by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser. 
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(ii) In addition on every container the following particulars shall clearly and indelibly be marked : 

(a) Lot number 

(b) Name of packer. 

(c) Date of packing. 

(iii) The authorised picker miy, after obtaining the prior approvJl of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, mark his 
private trade mark on a container in a manner approved by the said officer, provided that the private trade mark 
does not represent quality or grade of the oil cake different from that indicated by the grade designation mark 
affixed to the container in accordance with these rules, 

7, Method o.f packing.— (i) The oil cake shall be packed only in containers made of clean, dry and sount jute. They 
shall be free from any insect infestation or fungus contamination and also free from any undesirable smell'. 

(ii) Each container shall be securely closed and sealed and _sha11 contain oil cake of one trade description and of 
one grade designation only. 

8, Special conditions of Certificate of Authorisation.— In addition to the conditions specified in rule 4 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1937, the following conditions shall also be the conditions of every Certificate of 
Authorisation issued for the purpose of these rules, namely 

(1) each authorised packer shall take all precaubons to avoid admixture of oil cakes with castor seed and castor 
cake. 

(ii) if an authorised packer handles more than one type of oil cake In the same premises, adequate precautions shall 
be taken by him to avoid mixing of different oil cakes, The premises should be clean and hygienic and should be 
periodically fumigated. 

(Hi) the authorised packer shill nuke such arrangements for testing oil cakes as may be specified from time to time by 

the Agricultural Marketing Adviser and shall also maintain proper records of analysis of the samples. 

(iv) all instructions regarding methods of sampling and analysis, packing and marking and maintenance of records, 

which may be issued from time to time by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, shall be observed. 

(v) a sample of oil cake, drawn in the manner prescribed by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser from each lot shall 
be forwarded to such control laboratory as may be notified from time to time.

My answer to the reference is in the affirma- 
tive, My award is that the workmen employed in Suthera 
Sand Stone Mine of Shri Vijaylalji Kumrawat, Village 
Suthera, Post Office Dabi (District Bundi) are entitled to 
the grant of the aforesaid ten holidays as paid National and 
Festival holidays from 4-1-1974. 

It is a matter of regret that the owner or his representa- 
tive neither appeared before the Assistant 1 abour Commis- 
sioner (Central) Kota nor before this Tribunal. I award 
Rs, 100 as costs to the workmen.

I Chandra Kisan Daphtary, Senior Advocate, Supreme 
Court having been appointed the sole arbitrator in pursuance 
of the provisions of sub-section 1 of section 10-A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (XIV of 1947). by the parties 
viz. the Flight Engineers employed by the Indian Airlines 
Corporation (workmen) represented by the Indian Flight 
Engineers’ Association of the one part and the Indian Air- 
lines Corporation (employers) of the other part to investi- 
gate and decide the' disputes between them viz. 

(ft) whether there is any justification for the demands 
of the association for payment of meal allowance 
in lieu of meals for the day-return flights, as is 
paid to the First Officers; 


(b) whether there is any justification in the demand of 
the association for payment of light refreshment 
allowance as is paid to the First Officers; 

(c) what should be the date of effect to the relief, if 
any, of the above payments: 

and the said agreement having been published by the Cent- 
ral Government on the 3rd day of February 1973 having 
accepted and entered upon the said reference on the 21st day 
of March 1974* and having perused such papers as the 
parties referred to and having perused the evidence on affi- 
davits and having heard counsel for the parties on several 
days and having investigated the matter I do make my 
award as follows : — - 

I do awftrd : 

that there is justification for payment of a meal allow- 
ance in lieu of meals (for day return flights) to the Flight 
Engineers of the Indian Airlines Corportion. And, I award 
that each of them be paid Rs. 35.00 for each return flight 
in the same manner as the First Officers are paid. 

I also award that the Flight Engineers are entitled to the 
said payment from the 1st of March 1972. If however any 
meals have been provided and supplied since 1st March. 
1972 or payment in lieu thereof have been actually received 
by the Flight Engineers then the cost of such meals on 
the basis of Rs. 8.00 per meal or the payment made as the 
case may be shall be adjusted and set off against the pay- 
ment to be made under this award. 

I do further award that there is justification for the pay- 
ment of a refreshment allowance I do award Rs. 5.00 per 
day in the same manner as the First Officers are paid. The 
said payment of Rs 5.00 per day to be effective from the 1st 
of March 1972. Payment for refreshment if any made sub- 
sequent to that date upto the date of this award to be set 
off and adjusted against the said sum of Rs. 5.00, 

The counsel for the parties have stated before me that 
my award will apply notwithstanding the settlement arrived 
at in January, 1974 between the association and the Indian 
Airlines Corporation. 

I do also award that the Indian Airlines Corporation do 
bear its own costs of the arbitration and do pay the costs 
of the Indian Flight Engineers’ Association including the 
arbitrator’s fees.

ARBITRATION AWARD 

The Govcrnnieut of India. Ministry of Labour, New Delhi 
in persuance of sub-section (3) of Section 10-A of the In- 
dustrial Dispute Act, 1947 referred the arbitration agreement 
arrived on 22-6-1974 undei sub-section 1 of Section 10-A 
of the Industlin! Dispute Act. 1947 between the aforesaid 
parties vide their order No. J_. 42012/30/74 dated the 6th 
July, 1974 for publication in the gazette of India, endorsing 
a copy of the sumc to me. The aforesaid parties had agreed 
to refer the following dispute to me for arbitration within 
a period of six months. 


“Whether the action of the management of Bens Sutlci 
Link Pioicct. Sundernagar in terminating the ser- 
vices of Shri Mukhtiur Singh, Pipe Fitter, Token 
No. 293-AC with effect from the 9lh June, 1973 
was legal & justified? If not, what relief is the 
workman entitled.” 


2. The hearings in the case were held at Camp Chandigaih 
on 17-8-74, 1-10-74 and 19-12-1974 

3. The facts of the case are that the workman Shri Mukh- 
tlar Singh absented from duty without sanctioned leave lor 
more than ten days w.e.ef, 7-6-1973 and onwards, hence the 
management as tier the Certified Standing Orders considered 
him having resigned /abondoned the xerivees. 

4. The representative of the workman stated that it was 
wrong .to say. that the workman had absented himself from 
duty. On the contrary, he pointed out, that the workman 
had approached the management on 9-6-1973 for work but 
he was refused work giving a slip to him, which is placed 
on the records & reads as under : — 


“Shri Mukhtiar Singh Fitter, T. No. 293-AC as per 
older of XEN. M.TT, your attendance cannot be 
marked onward.” 

Under the circumstances the union representative stated 
the allegation of the management is motivated and unjusti- 
fied. 


5. The representative of the management stated that the 
Executive Engineer, Field MacharticalTI had already Issued 
orders that whenever a workman joins duty after unautho- 
rised leave, he should get the same sanctioned from the 
Executive Engineer before he is allowed to join duties. It 
wag hi compliance of this that the workman concerned was 
given the slip with the advice to approach the Executive En- 
gineer for the purpose, but the workman never approached 
him and preferred to remain absent. He has, otherwise, 
bceh also absenting quite frequently as his absence and leave 
without pay records would so. He stated that the workman 
had absconded front Sundernagar in order to avoid artist 
& prosecution os he was wanted in a case under Section 
307 of I.P.C. 


6. On examination of the. case and the arguments of the 
parties I come to the following conclusion. 


7. There is, no doubt, that the workman had approached 
the management for work on 9-6-1973 after absenting for 
only two days on 7th & 8th June, 1973 but he was clearly 
refused in writing that his attendance cannot be marked on- 
wards 

8. There is no indication in the sliD that the workman had 
to approach the Executive Engineer for getting hjs leave 
sanctioned and to leport for duty thereafter. The slip is 
clear and categorical which indicate that the workman's 
attendance cannot be marked onwards. Again, against the 
decision of the management the union representative took up 
the matter on 18-6-1973 before the Asstt. Labour Commis- 
sioner (C). Chandigarh who asked the Superintending En- 
gineer, who was present in his office, the same day, to hear 
the workman’s case in appeal and give decision, before which 
he did not think there was proper industrial dispute as the 
union had not exhausted the channel of appeal, The manage- 
ment heard the appeal on 25-7-1973 and upheld the manage- 
ment’s decision. 

9. There is no doubt that the workman was stopped from 
work by tho management, but 1 have not been able to re- 
concile why he did not immediately react to such a situa- 
tion and approach the Executive Engineer or made appeal 
against the order oi stand of the management. After a 
period of lapse of more than five weeks his dispute was 
raised before the Asstt. Labour Commissioner (C), Chandi- 
garh. This delay may be due lo his ignorance of the law 
and the practices and deserves condonation. Under the 
circumstances I hold that the action of the management in 
treating the workman having resigned the job and refusing 
employment to him is not justified and the workman deserves 
reinstatement. However, as the workman has not been 
active in pursuing his case which has resulted in such a long 
non-productive period for him, he does not deserve benefits 
of full wages. I accordingly, direct that the workman be 
reinstated with all benefits of the continuity of service, He will 
however, be paid tor the entire period of his absence only 
@ 50 per cent of his wages that might have been due to him, 
had he been working. 

10. I, therefore, direct that the workman be reinstated and 
paid the awarded wages within one month from the date 
this award becomes enforceable.

ARBITRATION AWARD 


The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, New 
Delhi in persuance of sub-section (3) of Section 10-A of 
the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947 referred the arbitration 
agreement arrived on 22-6-1974 under sub-section 1 of Sec- 
tion 10-A of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947 between the 
aforesaid parties vide their order No. L.42012/31 /74 dated 
the 6th July, 1974 for publication in the gazette of India, 
endorsing a copy of the same to me. The aforesaid parties 
had agreed to refer the following dispute to me for arbitra- 
tion within a period of six months. 


“Whether suspension of Shri Prem Singh, Asstt. Lou> 
Operator, Boas Sutlej Link Project Sundernagar from 14th 
May, 1971 to the 7th June, 1972 and consequential punish- 
ment of stopage of one increment without future effect was 
legal and justified. In either case to what relief the workman 
is entitled ?” 


2. The hearing in the case was held at Camp — Chandi- 
garh on 17-8-74, 1-10-74 and 19-12-1974. 


10. The last three sentences of the final Older of punish- 
ment communicated to the workman vide No. 3344-48 /4-E 
daied 7-6-1972 reads as under : — 

"It is considered that only the penalty o; stopping your 
one increment without future effect would meet the 
ends of justice. Yolir one inclement without future 
effect is therefore, hereby stopped with immediate 
effect, You will not be entitled to duty pay except 
the subsistence allowance alieady drawn during the 
suspension period”. 

1 1 . The last sentence which is unjustified appears to have 
inadveitentiy occurcd in the punishment older. This is wrong 
also in view of clause 19(111) Proviso — first, which read as 
under:— 

“Provided that when an older of dismissal or discharge 
is passed under this clause, the workman shall be 
deemed to have been absent from duty during the 
period of suspension and shall not be entitled to 
any remuneration for such period, but the subsis- 
tence allowance already pnid to him shall not be 
recovered”. 

12. Further, it is not the case of the management that 
the workman concerned took tip emnloyment anywhere dur- 
ing the period of suspension. 


3. The facts of the case arc that on 13-5-1971 at about 
4.30 A.M. Shri Prem Sin gh, Asstt. Loco Operator, the work- 
man concerned was operating Loco LL.9. He was asked to 
bring with ciew & some material upside the tunnel. After 
unloading the crew & the material he was returning down- 
ward. As he reached the main tunnel his loco collied with 
another loco LI.. 37 coming upward. 


4. The workman was charge-sheeted for misconduct under 
clause 17(b), (vi) & (xix) of the Certified Standing Ordeis 
which are repioduced as below:— 

(vi) Negligence of duty, laziness, malingering or slew- 
ing down of work oi negclect of work. 

(xix) Wilful disregard of any operational or mainte- 
nance instructions or carelessness in operation and 
maintenance. 


13. In view of the above. I considei the punishment of 
stoppage of one annual increment without future effect, quite 
commensurate with the misconduct committeed & admitted 
by (he workman. 1 hold accordingly. 

14. While the punishment effected due to denial of full 
wages for the entire suspended period from 14th May, 1971 
to 7th June, 1972 is unjustified. Once a punishment is given 
of stoppgc of increment, the workman is entitled for full 
wages for the suspended period, this is, therefore, being re- 
voked. The workman shall, therefore, be paid full wages 
for the above suspended penod minus the subsistence allow- 
ance already received bv him 

15. I. therefore, direct that the amount so due shall be 
paid to the workman within one month from the date this 
award becomes enforceable.

5. The representative of the workman aigued that th” 
workman was improperly charge-sheeted & full opportunity 
to defend himself in the domestic enquiry was not afforded 
to him. Besides he was awarded two punishments viz ( 1 ) 
stoppage of workman's one increment without future effect 
and (ii) as well as denial of full wages to him for the sus- 
pended period, for one misconduct, which was arbitrary & 
unjustified. 


6. The representative of the management stated that the 
workman was given full opportunity to defend his case in 
the domestic enquiry but since he admitted his guilt, no 
further proceeding was considered necessary and he was 
rightly awarded punishment as above. 

7. On examination of the case, documents and the arcu- 
ments of the parties in detail T come to the following con 
elusion.

AWARD 

The Central Government in the Ministry of Labour by 
Order No. L. 12012/129 /73/LR11I, dated 18th May, 1974, 
referred an existing industrial dispute between the Punjab 
National Bank and one of its employees, a clerk-cum- 
cashier. Sri S K. Sen Gupta, in respect of the matter speci- 
fied in the Schedule below under Section 10(l)(d) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, for adjudication. 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action of the management of Punjab 
National Bank in terminating the services of Shri 

S. K. Sen Gupta, Clerk-cum-Cashier at Sambalpur 
Branch of the Bank with effect from the 29th 
July, 1973 is justified 7 If not, to what relief is he 
entitled ?” 

2. In pursuance of the notices issued to the respective 
parties they appeared before me and filed written state- 
ment. 

3. The facts of the case which led upto the dispute in 
brief are as follows : — 

The affected woikman filed an application, Ext. Ml on 
24-4-1972 before the Branch Manager of Punjab National 
Bank at Sambalpur (Orissa), on the basis of his knowledge 
of temporary vacancy of a clerk, praying that he may be 
appointed to that vacancy. On the strength of that applica- 
tion the workman was appoined vide Ext. Wl— Order with 
effect fiom 24-4-72 for a period of 15 days ending with 
8-5-72. The appointment was made in the transfer vacancy 
of one Sri B. P. Srivastava who was the clerk-cum-cashier 
of the Bank. That appointment was extended upto 12-5-1972 
vide Ext. W2 Order. Thereafter the workman filed another 
application, Ext. M2, on 15-5-72 in a similar vacancy 
which occurred on account of a clerk Sri M. L. Gupta who 
went on casual leave, Ext. W3 is the Order under which 
the woikman was appointed in that leave vacancy upto 
17-6-72. Sri M. L. Gupta rejoined his duty on 19-6-72 
after expiry of his leave. 18-6-72 happened to be a Sunday. 
The next vacancy under the Bank arose with effect from 
3-7-72 when again the workman applied vide Ext. M3 
that he should be appointed in that vacancy which arona 
in the Bank on account of Sri R. A. Sinha, Clerk-cum-cashier 
transferred. Ext. W4 was the Order under which the work- 
man was appointed in that vacancy from 3-7-72 to 18-7-72 
That was extended till 31-7-72 under Ext. W5 and again 
to 19-8-1972 under Ext. W6 and lastly under Ext. W7 to 
30-9-1972. The workman again applied vide Ext. M4 for 
an appointment on the. basis of which he was appointed 
from 2-9-1972 to 15-9-72 in the same vacancy of Sri R, A. 
Sinha who was on transfer. That appointment was extend- 
ed upto 31-10-1972 under Ext W9. A further appointment 
was made under Ext. W10 from 2-11-72 to 30-11-72 in 
the same arrangement of R. A. Sinha on the basis of 
Ext. M5, application which the workman made to the Bank, 
That appointment was further extended upto 19-12-1972. 
On 21-12-72 vide Ext. M6, the workman again applied for 
fresh appointment on the basis of which he was appointed 
from 21-12-1972 to 21-1-1973 for a period of 31 days in 
the same transfer vacancy of R. A. Sinha. That appoint- 
ment was further extended to 31-1-73 vide Ext. W 13. On 
termination of that appointment the workman applied vide 
Ext. M7 on 2-2-1973 for a fresh appointment on the basis 
of which he was again appointed from 3-3-1973 for a 
period of 30 days under Ext. W15 the annointment order. 
That appointment was extended upto 2-4-1973. 

4. The next appointment was on 4-4-1973 on the basis 
of Ext. W16 Order, for a period of 20 days ending with 
23-4-73, That appointment was also made on the basis of 


Ext. M8, application made by the workman. The appoint- 
ment was extended upto 11-5-73 and then to 31-5-73 and 
finally to 2-6-1973, vide Exts. W17, W18 and W19. That 
appointment was in the ieave vacancy of one Sri M. L. 
Gupta who was a clcrk-cum-cashier of the bank. The last 
appointment was under Ext. W20 for a period of 15 days 
from 5-6-73 to 21-6-73 in (he leave vacancy of Shri R. T, 
Pandey, That appointment was extended from time to rime 
ending with 28-7-73, vide Exts. W21 and W22. On the 
expiry of the period of service covered by the above appoint- 
ment the bank issued Ext W23 Order to the effect that 
his temporary services was teiminated with effect from 
29-7-73 as Sri Pandey had rejoined duty after expiry of 
his leave. 

5. On the whole the affected workman had put in 436 
days’ of service in the Bank. He wanted the bank to treat 
him as a permanent employee and continue in service 
even after his termination of service with effect from 
29-7-73 as according to him the termination of hi* service 
was against the letter and spirit of the provisions contained 
in several Bank awards as well as the first Bt-partite Settle- 
ment dated 19-10-1966. Since the workman failed to get 
any relief from the Bank, he approached the General 
Secretary of the All India Punjab National Bgpk Employees 
Association at its Orissa State Unit at Cuttack with a re- 
presentation dated 21-4-73 to get justice done to him. On 
the basis of that representation the State unit approached 
the Regional Manager of the Bank at Calcutta. But there 
was no effect to those repiesentations and as such the As- 
sociation approached the Assistant Labour Commissioner at 
Rourkela on 19-7-73 for a conciliation but the concilia- 
tion resulted in a failure and it was accordingly that the 
dispute was referred to this tribunal. 

6. On the strength of the different orders referred to 
above the workman had served under the Bank during the 
following period :

The workman alleged that there was victimisation, un- 
fair labour practice and mrlafldc in the terms of his appoint- 
ment as well as its termination, The workman was the 
only witness examined in the case. Both sides have also 
produced documents and marked exhibits. T he workman 
was represented by the General Secretary to the A11 India 
Punjab National Bank Employees Association and the 
management was represented by its Senior Personnel 
Officer. 

7. The Exts, Ml to M9 and Wl to W22 covered the 
entire period of service of the workman. It is admitted that 
the appointment covered by Exts. Wl, W2 and W4 to W1J 
was in respect of the transfer vacancy of one Sri Srivastava 
and that of one Sri Sinha while the appointment under 
Exts. W 3 and W 16 to W 20 was in respect of leave vacancy of 
Svs. M. L. Gupta and R. T. Pandey. It is also relevant to point 
out that prior to each of these appointments 
beginning from Ext. W3 down to W20 there had Seen break 
of service. But the appointment covered by Ext. W4 in the 
transfer vacancy of R, A. Sinha in the first instance from 
3-7-72 to 3-8-72 continued in the same vacancy from 
2-9-72 to 15-9-72 though there was a break on 1-9-72. The 
first appointment in R, A. Sinha's place was on 3-7-72 
vide Ext. W4 The next appointment was under Ext. W8 
which was extended upto 31-10-72 On 1-11-72 there was 
again a break in/ service but he was appointed again under 
Ext. W10 on 2-11-72 which was extended upto 19-12-1972. 
There was a further break in service on 20-12-72. The 
next appointment in that vacancy was on 21-12-72 vide Ext. 
W12 which was extended upto 31-1-73 On 1-2-73 there 
was again a break in service. The next appointment vide 
Ext. W14 was with effect from 2-2-73 to 3-3-73 which wa* 
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extended upto 2-4-71 vide Ext. WIJ. So, the workman had 
worked fiom 3-7-72 to 2-4-73 in the transfer vacancy of 
R A. Sinha with inteinnttent bicak That the workman 

served tindei the Rank from 15-5-72 to 19-6-72 and from 
4-4-1973 to 2-6-73 and then again irom 5-6-73 to 21-6-73 
upto 28-7-73 in the leave vacancy ol M l Gupta and 
R. I'. I'pndey had not been disputed. Now, the question 

for us to consider is whether the workman is entitled to 

claim the status of a permanent employee in the Bank on 
the ba‘is of these temporary appointments. 

K Th- contention raised cm behalf of the workmen is 
that having worked in the Bank against a permanent sanc- 
tioned vacancy lot more than 3 months he is deemed to 
have uitomatically attained the status of a permanent em- 
ploy ce and a" such he should have been given all the 

benefits available 1o c uch an employee without the termina- 
tion of his service. Reliance has been placed upon para- 
graph 20 8 of (he Bi-paitite Settlement which reads as 
follows : 

"A tempoia y workman may also be appointed to fill 
a permanent vacancy provided that such tempo- 
iiry appointment shall not exceed a peiiod ot 
three months during which the bank shall make 
ai rangq(5ents or filling up the vacancy permanently. 
If such a temporal y workman is eventually select- 
ed for filling up the vacancy, the period of such 
temporary employment will be taken into account 
as part of his piobationary period." 

This paragraph shows that the bank has been empowered 
nndei the Bi-partitc Settlement to appoint a temporary 
workman in ordei to fill up a permanent vacancy but this 
period shall not exceed three months during which the bank 
has to fill up the vacancy peimanently. This paragraph, 
howevei, does not show that the temporary workman ap- 
pointed agninri a permanent vacancy automatically be- 
comes a permanent hand. 

9. There is no material on hand to come to the conclu- 
sion that the workman in question was appointed to fill up 
n permanent vacancy The application which the workman 
filed from time to time for getting himself employed in the 
Bank arc also not to that effect. There is no other docu- 
ment to indicate 'that he was so appointed. The applica- 
tions could not indicate that he was applying for any per- 
manent vacancy. Except in the vacancy of Sri R. A. Sinha 
and Srivastuva the other appointments were made in leave 
vacancies. So. when the permanent incumbent resumed 
duty after expiry of his leave the workman's service came 
to an end automatically. Para 20.8 of (he Bi-partite Settle- 
ment says that a temporary appointment which is sought 
to be made to full a permanent vacancy shall not exceed a 
period of 3 months and during that period the Bank should 
make arrangement for filling up the vacancy permanently. 
But on no strength of imagination it can be held that 
if the appointment exceeds a period of 3 months the in- 
cumbent automatically enters into the probationery period 
which ultimatly lead! him to a position of permanent ser- 
vice. The paragraph is silent about the temporary emp- 
loyee or any right accruing to him in case he continues in 
such a peimanent vacancy for a period exceeding 3 months. 
There, is nothing in the oral evidence or in the documentary 
evidence to substantiate the contention of the workman in this 
regard. Paingraph 4.95 (Page 137) of Sastry award may be 
referred to. That relates to the probHtionery period. It states 
that after the expiry of the period of probation the affected 
workman shall be deemed to have been confirmed. Of course, 
it is subject to the teimination of service on or before the 
expiry of the period of probation. There is no analogy bet- 
ween this para and that of paragraph 20.8 of the Bi-par- 
tite Settlement. Before the Desai award was made no demand 
was made in the case of tempoiary employees though some 
demand was made in the case of other employees (See para- 
graph 23 at page 289 of Desai award). The fouith item of 
the demand of the employees as regards temporary employees 
relates to theii service condition including daily wages, etc. 
It was fm ther demanded before that tribunal, "Where daily 
rated or temporary hands remained in employment for an 
aggregate period of 3 months during any 12 executive mon- 
ths they should be deemed to be probationer and shall he 
so covered and absorbed against permanent vacancies. All 
such employees working for more than 3 months or more 
should be deemed as .confirmed”. The Desai tribunal reiec- 
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led both the demands a? is evident from paragraph 23.19 
at page 296 of the award, So it is clear that the case of 
temporary employees regarding their probationery right is 
nor upheld by any tribunal ot m the Settlement, 1 his is 
an indication that the tempoiary employees are always tem- 
poral y. So, rending paragraph 20 8 of the Bi-partite Settle- 
ment one comes to the conclusion that the temporary emp- 
loyee will continue to ,be a temporary employee even after 
3 months as long as Ihe employe! does not choose to dis- 
charge him. In, the indanl case the services of the affected 
workman was dispensed with not due to any misconduct 
but as a termination suuphcitor on the terms and conditions 
of his employment. 

10. I he Snstiy award classified bank workmen in three 
categories as permanent employee, probationer and tempo- 
rary employee. In the Desai award this classification was 
accepted. But a new clause was added (o the effect as 
inclusive of employees other than a permanent employee then 
appointed in a temporary vacancy of a permanent work- 
man’. In the Bi-partite settlement of 1966 the definition of 
the expression “temporary employee” can be found in para- 
grarh 20.7 at pages 56 and 57 of the Settlement. Paragraph 
20.7 reads as follows : 

"In supersession of paragraph 21 20 and sub-clause (c) 
of paragraph 23 15 of Ihe Desai Award, 'Tempo- 
rary EmDloyec” will mean a workman who has 
been appointed for a limited period for work which 
is of an essentially tempoiary nature or who is 
employed temporarily as an additional workman in 
connection with a temporary increase in work of 
a peimanent nature and includes a workman other 
than a permanent workman who is appointed in 
a temporary vacancy caused by the absence of a 
particular permanent workman.” 

The only improvement upon the definition of a "tempo- 
rary employee" in the Bi oartite Settlement was the inclusion 
of paragraph 20.8 in relation to the definition ftlready in exis- 
tence, The Bi-partite Settlement is binding on all the par- 
ties. , 

11. In all the documents produced in the case the work- 
man is referred to as a “temporary employee”. It is not his 
case either in the written statement or in his evidence that 
he was a permanent employee or that he was a probationer. 
His contention is that the workman concerned should be 
deemed to have become a probationer and therefore a per- 
manent employee. It could not be gathered from the docu- 
ments produced in the case that he had been appointed to 
any permanent vacancy. Even on the first appointment evi- 
denced by Ext, Ml the appointment was made temporarily 
not against a sanctioned permanent vacancy. The fact that 
Sri Srivastava was transferred to another station will not by 
itself create a permanent vacancy. The woikman had been 
told that he was to be appointed in a temporary vacancy. The 
condition of his appointment was set-iorth as below in 
almost all the appointment letters • — 

(i) ThaJ. you ha.vc been appointed on puicly temporuty 

basis for a period of . . . days from to 

.... ...during the arrangement which 

period may be extended in writing from time to 
time. Your services will come to an automatic end 
on the expiry of the peiiod for which you have 
been appointed. Your services, can, however, be 
untilised ,jn any other arrangement of temporary 
nature if so required. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything contained in this letter 
your services arc liable to be terminated in the sole 
discretion of the Bank at any time during the 
period for which you have been appointed, without 
assigning any reason but by giving you one days' 
notice or salary in lieu ot notice 

hii) Your appointment is purely foi temporary vacancy 
r and carry? no assurance whatsoever for absorption 
in peimanent vacancy. 

A scrutiny of the attendance Register, Ext, MI9 and the 
Paysheets Ext. M20, indicates that the workman did not 
receive any salary during the intermittent break period. If 
he is found lo be a temporary employee he cannot claim the 
status of a piobationer or permanent employee. The para- 
graphs 21.20 and snb-clanse (c) of paragraph 23.15 of Desai 
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,iward are supeieedcd by paragraph 20.7 of the Bi-partite 
Settlement of Octobei, 1966. The definition of temporary 
employee as shown in Dcsai award wps amended by paragraph 
20.7 of the Hi-partitc Settlement which has already been 
dealt with. That definition shows that woikman who has 
been appointed for a limited period for work which is essen- 
tially temporary in nature or who is employed temporarily as 
an additional workman in connection with a temporary ha- 
crease in woik of a permanent nature and includes a work- 
man other than a permanent workman who is appointed 
In a temporary vacancy caused by the absence, of a par- 
ticular permanent workman. No violation of either para- 
graph 20.7 or 20.8 concerning temporary employees has 
taken place in this case. The workman examined as the 
sol* witness in this case, was not able to establish by evi- 
dence that the Branch Manager or any other authority in- 
fluenced him to file Ext. Ml series — application praying for 
appointments though he had alleged malafide and unfair 
labour pyaejipe in tjje written statement. No evidence has 
been led to prove that the Bank had exercised any undue 
influence or any other method against the appointments made 
from time to time in this case. Jt is mentioned in every 
Order of appointment that he was being appointed tempo- 
rarily. The temporary appointment has been dealt with spe- 
cifically in the various awards. As a result of the temporary 
appointment the workman cannot claim any right of a pro- 
bationer or that of a permanent employee. 

J2. The appointment of the workman had been dispen- 
sed with effect from 29-7-73 under the terms and condi- 
tions of his service, Though Sri R. T. Pandey returned from 
leave on 27-7-73 and joined service, the affected workman was 
not dispensed with his service on 28-7-1973 but was dis- 
pensed only with effect from 29-7-1973. So, in lieu of one 
day's notice as provided in the appointment order he was 
deemed to have been paid one day's salary in lieu of notice 
He is not entitled to notice as a probationer or in any 
other capacity. There is sufficient notice in this case to dis- 
pense with his services. The termination of his service is, 
therefore, valid. 

13. The contention of the affected workman is that the 
termination of his service is hit by the provisions of Sec- 
tion 23 of the Industrial Disputes Acr, 1947 as, according 
to him, the notice of the dispute had been referred to the 
Conciliation Officer with effect from 19-7-1973 and that from 
that date the dispute was said to be pending before the 
Conciliation Officer. That contention cannot be accepted. 
The date of commencement of the conciliation proceeding 
has to be computed on terms of provisions of Section 12(1) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act which lays down that “where 
an industrial dispute exists or Is apprehended the concilia- 
tion may held conciliation proceedings in the prescribed man- 
ner". Rule 10 of Industrial Disputes (Centra!) Rules, 1957 
provides that “where the Conciliation Officer receives any 
Information about an existing or apprehended industrial dis- 
pute which is not related to public utility service, . . .he shall 

tyc formal intimation in writing to the parties concerned 
eclaring his intention of commencing conciliation proceedings 
with effect from such date as may be specified therein". 
Commenting upon this Rule Sri O. P. Malhotra, the learned 
authority of the “Law of Industrial Disputes, Volume I, 
2nd Edn.” at page 661 observes, “From this provision It 
appears that the date of commencement of conciliation pro- 
ceedings before a conciliation officer will be the date spe- 
cified by him in his communication sent to the parties in 
writing intimating them of his intention to commence the 
proceedings. It 1s neither the date on which the conciliation 
officer receives the information nor the date on which he 
communicates his intention to the parties on which the 
conciliation commenced. Even if a date specified by the Con- 
ciliation Officer in his communication to the partlw any or 
all the parties do not appear before him the conciliation 
proceedings before him shall still be deemed (o have com- 
menced on the date”. I respectfully agree with this obser- 
vation 

14. In the ipstant case the workman’s association sent a 
communication on 19-7-1973 to the Conciliation Officer and 
the Conciliation Officer called both the parties for a discus- 
sion on 20-8-1973 but the discussion could not be held on 
that date and he called them again on 28-9-1973. The dis- 
cussion was field °n the latter data and the coacilation ended 
m a failure. It Is only when the conciliation officer com- 
municates his intention to the parties as to the beginning of 
the conciliation that the proceedings is 3aid to be pending 


It is neither the date on which the Conciliation Officer recei- 
ved die information nor the date on which he sends the 
communication to the parties that is relevant, but it is the 
date on which the conciliation proceedings started by the 
Officer that is most important. In this case it was from 
20-8-1973 that the conciliation proceeding was begun as it 
would appeal from Ext. W30. That shows that the Concilia- 
tion Officer fixed the date first on 20-8-1973 and then on 

28- 9-1973 from which date the proceedings was said to 
have commenced. In view of these circumstances it cannot 
be said that the tei ruination of service of affected workman 
with effect from 29-7-1973 is hit by the provisions of Sec- 
tion 23 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 

15. The last question that arises for determination is whe- 
ther the workman is entitled to any retrenchment compen- 
sation under Section 25 F of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947. The affected woikman worked for a period of 436 
days from 24-4-1972 to 28-7-1973, during which period 
theie was interimittent break in service. The learned represen- 
tative of the management stated that the allegation in the 
written statement of the workmen was not sufficient to sup- 
port his claim for retrenchment compensation. However, 
there was no denial in the written statement of the Bank 
that the workman’s claim is covered by Section 25 F of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. The workman on the other hand 
has made an allegation in paragraph 6 of the written state- 
ment that the termination order is hit by Section 25 F of 
the l.D. Act and he would be entitled to all the reliefs in 
consequence thereof. Tn the absence of any direct denial 
of the allegation by the Bank in their written statement 
there is no reason to deny the workman his legitimate claim 
of retrenchment compensation under Section 25 F of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 

16. It is true that Sri Sen Gupta was appointed on tem- 
porary basis but the post he held was that of a permanent 
employee who went on transfer. The first appointment was 
in the transfer vacancy of Sri Srivastava and the other was 
that of Sri Sinhu. The termination order with effect from 

29- 7-1973 was proceeded by his service as a clerk-cum- 
cashicr during leave vacancy of one R. T. Pandey from 
5-6-1973 to 28-7-1973. The evidence was that aftci Pandey 
returned from leave on 27-7-73 the service of the affected 
workman was terminated with effect from 29-7-1973. When 
Pandey returned to duty the services of the affected work- 
man was found to be in surplus. 

17. When a person is temporarily employed either to meet 
some additional work or to do the work of a permanent 
incumbent who is on leave or on deputation to some other 
branch or even on transfer and the services of that tempo- 
rary employee are terminated, the order of termination 
amounts to discharge of surplus labour or staff in a con- 
tinuing or running industry. It is admitted that Sri Sen Gupta 
is a workman under the Bank and that the Punjab National 
Bank is an Industry It is also admitted that there has been 
a termination of his service. Section 2(oo) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act reads, “retrenchment" means the termination 
by the employer of the service of a workman for any rea- 
son whatsoever, otherwise than ns a punishment inflicted by 
way of disciplinary action, Ext. W 23 contains such a ter- 
mination order. In the case of Murugesan Naiker Co. vs. 
Labour Court, 1963 (1)1 LJ, Veeraswami, J, ns he then was, 
held that the expression “retrenchment” must be understood in 
its oidinary sense and every termination would not be ret- 
renchment and the termination in ordei to be retrenchment 
should be of surplus labour or staff and it would be in an 
industry which is continuing and not closed, or transferred. 
This view has been consistently upheld by the Supreme 
Court beginning from the case of Hariparsad Sivasankar 
Sukla vs. A. D. Devalkar, 1957 Supreme Court Reporter, 
121 . 

18. In view of Section 2J B and 25 F read with Section 
2(©o) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, the workman 
should have been paid retrenchment compensation before 
the self-operating order resulted in the termination of ser- 
vice on 28-7-1973. This is the trend of the opinion which 
was given expression to in the case of State of Bombay vs 
Hospital Mnzdoor Sabha, 1960(1) LLJ 251. Even a badli 
workman is entitled to the benefits of the provisions contained 
In Section 2J F of the Act if the requisite conditions set- 
forth fn Section 35 B, 25 F and 2(oo) are compiled with 
(See Digwadlh Colliery vs Their workmen, 1965 (3) Sup- 
reme Court Reporter, 448). It cannot be disputed in such dr- 
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cumslances Chat a temporary workman is also entitled to 
retrenchment compensation. On that point there is a direct 
Supreme Court case reported in the Management of Will 
Cot Buckwell India Ltd. vs. Jagannath & Ors., 1974(24) 
Indian Factories and Labour Reports, 1973. The workman 
is, therefore, entitled to get retrenchment compensation 
under Section 25 F of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

19. It is not disputed that the affected woiknann was in 
the service Of the bank for 436 days. Within the 12 calen- 
dar months he should, under Sec. 2J B of the Act, work 
at least for 240 days or at least 120 days within 6 months 
during the period of his seivlce. The affected workman has 
satisfied the conditions sel-forth in Section 25 B of the 
Act. The maximum salary drawn by the affected workman 
as per salary sheets, Ext. M. 20, was Rs. 347.75 P. The 
workman, therefore, would be entitled to this amount in 
lieu of notice for one month under Section 25 F(a) of the 
Act. Under Section 25(b) he would be entitled! to get 
compensation which is equivalent to 15 days average pay 
for every completed year of continuous service or any part 
thereof in excess of 6 months. Section 25(B)(3) provides that 
where a workman is not in continuous service within the 
meaning of clause (1) for a period of one year on 6 months 
he shall be deemed to be in continuous service under an 
employer (a) for a period of one year, if the workman, 
during a period of twelve calendar months (Receding the 
date with reference to which calculation is to be made, has 
actually worked under the employer for not less than (1) 
one hundred and ninety days in the case of a workman em- 
ployed below groud in a mine ; and (ii) two hundred and 
forty days, in any other case. It is to be admitted that the 
aflected workman has satisfied this condition having worked 
lor 240 days within one calendar year of 12 months. The 
affected workmin is, therefore, entitled to retrenchment 
compensation under Section 25F, Which would be Rs. 173.88 P. 
and the total amount of compensation due is Rs. 521.63 P. 

20. The case of the workman that he should be reinstated 
cannot be supported in view of the fact that he sat for an 
examination conducted by the Bank and that he failed in 
the said examination. Having failed in the examination, It would 
not be correct to reinstate the workman or to allow any 
back wages. He can claim only retrenchment compensation 
as allowed in the foregoing paragraph. 

21. In the result, the reference is unswered In favour ot 
the workman allowing a sum Of Rs. 521, 63 P. (Rupees Five 
hundred twentyone and Sixtythrcc paise) as retrenchment 
compensation and In other respects the reference is rejected. 

The award is made accordingly.

Shri Amrik Singh was an employee with the respondent 
establishment and he had a grievance that he was being 
denied his due promotion. An industrial dispute was ac- 
cordingly raised and the Centra) Government, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by Section 7A, and clause (d) of 
sub-section (lj of section 10 of tbe Industrial Disputes Act. 
1947, published in the Gazette of India the following mattei 
to this Tribunal for adjudication : — 

Whether the action of the management of Central 
Bunk of India, Chandigarh in denying promotion 
to Shri Amrik Singh, clerk at Ambalft Cantonment 
Branch of the Bank is legal and justified ? If not, 
to what relief is he entitled 7 

2. Pleadings were filed by the parties and the manage- 
ment raised some preliminary objections as well. The case 
was fixed for striking issues, but before that could be done, 
both the parties conceded that the said workman had been 
given promotion with effect from 25-3-1974 nnd as a 
matter of fact the workman admitted in replication that the 
promotion had taken place with effect from 25-3-1974. It 
appears that the matter of making of reference was pending 
before the Central Government which was not given in- 
formation about the promotion of the workman. The only 
point referred to me foi adjudication is whether promotion 
cotfld be denied to Shri Amrik Singh and now that he has 
been promoted, the reference becomes mfructuous. I order 
accordingly with no order as to costs.

AWARD 

This is a Complaint under Section 33-A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter called the Act). 

The first complainant is the All India L.l.C. Supervisory 
Staff Association. The second, third and fourth complain- 
ants are Section Heads. The grievance of Ihe complaints is 
that the opposite party, the Lifo Insurance Corporation of In- 
dia (hereinafter called the Corporation) “allowed the Assistants 
and some Section Heads to officiate in the cadre of Higher 
Grade Assistants with the officiating allowance payable to 
them, thus treating unequals as equals.” The complainants 
say that they have not been included in the said order and 
the said officiating arrangements arc clearly in breach of the 
aforesaid Regulations and Establishment Manual of the 
opposite party. It has been contended, inter alia, that by 
making the aforesaid officiating arrangements the Corpora- 
tion has committed breach of Section 33-A of the I.D. Act 
and it is prayed that this Tribunal should “decide the com- 
plaint set out above and pass such order or orders thereon 
as it may deem fit and proper.” 

It appears that the contention in substance is that the 
appointment of some Assistants and Section Heads as offi- 
ciating Higher Grade Assistants was irregular and It should 
be set aside. 

The Corporation in its reply has contended, inter alia, 
that the first Complainant, the All India L.l.C. Supervisory 
Staff Association, not being an employee, is not entitled to 
file any complaint under Section 33-A either on its own 
or on behalf of the employees. It was also contended that 
the complaint does not fall within the ambit of Section 33A 
of the Act and question of officiating arrangements was not 
a matter in issue in the reference before the Tribunal and 
consequently the aforesaid grievance of the Complainants 
cannot be entertained by the Tribunal. It was also con- 
tended by the Corporation that : — 

“The officiating arrangements are temporary in nature, 
no employee can claim any right to promotion by 
virtue of his officiating appointment and no em- 
ployee has any right to claim that he should be 
appointed to officiate in a higher post. Adminis- 
trative instructions regarding officiating arrange- 
ments are issued from time to time to various offices 
of the Corporation to carry out the purposes of 
Regulation 17. The previous instructions on the 
subject were incorporated in the Establishment 

Manual which is nothing but a compilation of 

various administrative instructions. These instruc- 
tions do not constitute or form part of the terms 
and conditions of service of workmen nor arc 
'they immutable. As this Hon’ble Tribunal is 
seized of the dispute in the matter of rules regard- 
ing promotion, it has become necessary for the 
Corporation to effect officiating arrangements on a 
large scale, as no promotion could be effected while 
the said dispute is pending.” 

Thus the Corporation in order to ensure its proper work- 
ing had to make officiating arrangements under Regulation 
17 of the (Staff) Regulation which runs thus :- — 

“17 (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in Regula- 
tion 7, the competent authority may at its dis- 
cretion appoint an employee to officiate in a 
vacancy in a sanctioned post in a higher cadre. 

(2) No pei son appointed to officiate under Sub-reg. 

(1) shall by virtue of such appointment be en- 
titled to any claim for promotion or for any 
increment in the higher scale. 

(3) An employee appointed to officiate in a highei 

post shall be liable to be reverted wiihoul notice 
during the officiating period.” 


I have heard the learned representatives of the parties. It 
was strenuously argued on behalf of the Complainants that 
by attempting to follow the promr ion procedure as laid 
down in the agreement dated 15th I ,-bruary, 1973 the Cor 
poration had in substance altered the conditions of seivicc 
of the Complainants and had also tried to give effect to 
the provisions of the aforesaid agreement of 1973 which 
had been assailed by several unions and the validity of 
which was a matter for adjudication by this Tribunal. 1 
may mention that by my award the aforesaid agreement 
of 1973 has been struck down. 

There appears to be force in Ihe contention of the Cor- 
poration that the question of officiating anangemenls was 
not a subject matter of controversy before this Tribunal 
and therefore any dispute arising therefrom cannot be u 
subject matter of complaints under Section 33-A of the Act 
before me. I need not go further into this aspect of the 
matter. Even assuming that the complaints are enter- 
tainable by me under Section 33-A of the Act the question 
remains whether it was within the powers of the Corpora- 
tion to make officiating arrangements in the manner in which 
it has been done. 

The Corporation has contended that by such officiating 
arrangements no prejudice has been caused to complainants. 

It has been contended that 

“ ... at officiating appointments have been made in 

accordance with specific rules laid down for the 
purpose which take into account the length of 

service, qualifications, merit, etc., of the employees, 
and if the complainants have not been selected, 
it is only because they did not come upto the re- 
quisite standard under the noims fixed for asses- 
sing such standard. It is not even the case of 
complainants that they have any claim to an offi- 
ciating appointment or that they have been victi- 
mised or any favouritism has been shown to (hose 
who have been selected. The Corporation denies 
that there has been any breach of the provisions 
of the Regulations or of administrative instruclions 
or of law/’ 

To make officiating arrangements during the pendency of the 
reference was a matter within the managerial functions of 
the Corporation and even if J have jurisdiction to entertain 
the complaints T will be reluctant to interfeie in such a 
matter particularly when theic is no allegation of malafidcs 
or victimization on behalf of the complainants. I have, 
therefore, no hesitation in holding that the Corporation had 
acted within its powers in making the officiating appoint- 
ments in the manner that it did and the complaint has no 
force. It is dismissed. I make no order ns to costs.

AWARD 

This is a Complaint under Section 33-A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter called the Act). 

The Complainant Shri Bipin Cl. Shah whs employed as 
an Assistant at the Ahmedabad Divisional Office of 1 he Life 
Insurance Corporation of India (hereinafter called the Coi- 
poialion) in the Policy Holders Servicing Department. By 
an office order dated 23-1-1973 the complainant was ap- 
pointed as an officiating Section Head in the Policy Holdcis 
Servicing Department fiom 23-1-1973 onwards in a casual 
vacancy. The office letter fuither stated that during tire 
period df the officiating appointment in the Section Head 
cadre the complainant will be paid an amount of Rs. 40 
p m. as officiating allowance in addition to his remuneration. 
By the office order dated 17-8-1973 the officiating appoint- 
ment of the complainant- was terminated on 17-8-1973. 
According to the Complainant the said post of Section 
Head which was held by him in his officiating capacity was 
ottered to Shri N. M. Trjvedi. The grievance of the com- 
plainant is that by terminating his officiating appointment 
Ihc Corporation has made alteration in the terms and con- 
ditions applicable to him and that it is not anthoiised by 
the Regulations as regards the officiating arrangements to do 
so inasmuch it is contrary to the arrangement prescribed 
in the Manual. 

The Coiporalion in its reply has contended, inter alia, 
that the complaint does not fall within the ambit of Section 
33-A of the Act and the question of officiating arrangement 
was not a matter in issue in the reference before this Tri- 
bunal and consequently the aforesaid grievance of the appli- 
cant cannot be entertained by this Tribunal. It was also 
contended by the Corporation that — 

"The officiating arrangements are temporary in nature, 
no employee cHn claim any right to promotion by 
virtue of his officiating appointment and no em- 
ployee has any light to claim that he should be 
appointed to officiate in a higher post. Adminis- 
trative myti actions regarding officiating arrange- 
ments are issued fiom time to time to various 
offices of the Corporation to carty out the pur- 
poses ot Regulation 17. The previous instiuctions 
on the subject were incoiporated in the Establish- 
ment Manual which is nothing but a Compilation 
of -various administrative instructions. These ins- 
tructions do not constitute or form part of the 
terms and conditions of seivice of workmen noi 
aie they immutable. As This Hon'ble Tribunal 
is seized of the dispute in the matter of rules re- 
garding promotion, it has become necessary for 
the Corporation to effect officiating arrangements 
on a laige scale, ns no piomotion could be effected 
while the said dispute is pending.” 

Thus the Coipoiation in older to ensure its proper working 
had to make officiating ai langemcnts under Regulation 17 
of the (Staff) Regulation which runs thus : — 

“17 (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in Reg. 7, the 
competent authority may at its discretion appoint 
an employee to officiate in a vacancy in a sanc- 
tioned post in a higher cadre. 


(2) No person appointed to officiate under Sub Reg. 
(1) shall by virtue of such appointment be entitled 
to any claim for promotion or for any increment in 
the higher scale. 

(3) An employee appointed to officiate in a highei post 
shall be liable to be resected without notice during 
the officiating peiiod,” 

I have heatd the arguments of the narties. It was strenuous- 
ly argued by the complainant that by attempting to follow 
the promotion procedure as laid down in the agreement 
dated 1 5th February 1973 the Corporation had in substance 
altered the conditions of service of the complainant and 
had also tr led to give effect to the piovisions of the afore- 
said agreement of 1973 which had been a.ssailed by several 
unions and the validity ot which was a mattei for adjudi- 
cation by this Tribunal. I may mention that by my award 
the aforesaid agreement of 1973 has been struck down. 

There appears to bo force in the contention of the Coi- 
poration thtit the question of officiating ai rangements was 
not a subject matter of controversy before this Tribunal and 
therefore it cannot raise any dispute arising under Section 
33-A of the Act before me, I need not go further into 
this aspect of the matter. Even assuming that the complaint 
is entertainable by me under Seclion 33- \ of the Act the 
question remains whether it was within the powers of the 
Corporation to make officiating arrangement in the manner 
in which it has been done.

The Corporation has contended that by such officiating 
ai rangements no picjudice has been caused to the com- 
plaint. It has been contended that : — 

•‘..all the officiating anangcments to the cadre of 
Section Heads have been made accoiding to the 
formula laid down in the aforesaid Circulal dated 
16th May, 1973 governing officiating arrangements 
to the cadre of Section Head and the complainant 
has not been prejudiced in gny way whatsoever ’’ 

To make officiating arrangements dining the pendency of 
the reference was a mattei within the managerial functions 
of the Corpoiation and even if I have jurisdiction to enter- 
tain the complaint I will be reluctant to interfere in such a 
matter particularly when there is no allegation of ntulafidev 
or victimization on behalf of the complaint. I have, there- 
fore, no hesitation in holding that the Corporation had acted 
within its powers in making the officiating appointments in 
the miinner that it did and the complaint has no force, 

The complainant is possessed of sufficient educational and 
technical qualifications. He has already acted us a Sec- 
tion Head in an officiating capacity. He may well qualify 
himself for the post of Section Head as also of Higher 
Grade Assistant. It will be desirable that the Corporation 
takes into account the necessary eligibility conditions for 
promotion of the complainant in the light of the observa- 
tions made by me above as also in my award and give the 
complainant such relief as it can With the aforesaid obsci- 
vations the complaint is dismissed, I make no order as to 
costs.

Short Recital of the case 

The Goa Dock Labour Union, hereinafter called the 
“Union” vide its letter No. GDLU/P1M/243/74, dated 
18-3-1974 placed before the Management of M/s Ivan 
Miiutinovic PIM, hereinafter called the “Management" cer- 
tain grievances/demands concerning the employees employed 
by and under them. The demands were. Payment of Bonus 
for the year 1973, payment of V.D.A., issue of uniform for 
the year 1974, marking of present on 6th February, 
1974, curtailment of the existing practice, payment of injury 
compensation to Shri Asgar Ibrahim Dudarkar, violation of 
Section 23(H) of the I.D. Act etc. The negotiations bet- 
ween the parties did not bring any result and, therefore, 
the Union approached the Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(C), Vasco*da-Gama for his intervention. The Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (C) vide his letter No. V-l6(l)/73- 
18, dated 27th March, 1974 fixed conciliation proceedings 
in the office on 30-3-1974. During the course of discussions 
before the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C) and the 
Management stated that on 11th April, 1974, they have 
paid bonus to their workmen for the year 1973. The question 
of issue of surf and soap etc. was also mutually settled. 
As regards supply of uniform, the Management agreed to 
issue the same to the workmen within 2-1/2 months from 
the date of signing the contract with the Marmogoa Port 
Trust and the remaining matters were kept for discussion 
on a future date. On 6-6-1974, a settlement was signed 
under Section 12(3) of the Industrial disputes Act, 1947 and 
a copy of the same is enclosed and marked as Annexure 'A’. 
As the parties could not arrive at a settlement on all the 
8 points Demands, a Failure of conciliation was recorded 
and the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C) vide his letter 
No. V-16(l)/74-18, dated 12th June, 1974 submitted his 
Failure Report to the appropriate Government. The Govern- 
ment of India vide its order No. L. 36011 /10/74/P&D/ 
LR1II, dated 5th August, 1974, referred the matter of payment 
of Variable Dearness Allowance to the Central Government 
Industrial Tribunal No. 2, Bombay for Adjudication. The 
Central Government Industrial Tribunal vide its letter No. 
Ref./CGIT-2/22 of 1974/2083/74, dated 19-8-1974 directed 
the parties to file their Statement of Claim under Section 
lOB(l) and 10B(2) of the Industrial Disputes (Central) 
Rules, 1957. In the meantime, the Management and the 
Union have again negotiated on the issue in order to main- 
tain industrial peace. After prolonged discussions, both the 
parties have arrived at the following terms : — 

TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 

1. The Management agrees to introduce V.D.A. to all 
the workmen at the rate of Rs. 55 per head per month from 
1-10-1974. The Management agrees to review the V.D.A. 
next in 1st April, 1975 and that the Union agrees not to 
raise any demand in respect of V.D.A. between the period 
of 1-10-1974 till 31-3-1975. Both the parties agree to dis- 
cuss this issue on or before 25th March. 1975 so as to 
finalise the V.D.A. payable from 1-4-1975 onwards. The 
above payment wil be made only to those who are on the 
rolls of the Company as and on 1-10-1974, and to those 
who are subsequently recruited. 

2. The Management agrees to pay n lumpsum of Rs. 2 50 
to each workmen towards their claim for payment of V.D.A., 
for the past period npto 30th September, 1974, i.e. the 
claim for the payment of V.D.A. from 1-1-1973 till 30th 
September, 1974 has been amicably settled between the 
parties towards this payment of Rs. 250 per head. 

3, The Management and the Union agrees to abide by 
the Additional Emoluments (Compulsory Deposits) Act, 
1974, applicable to the construction workers while effecting 
the payment mentioned in Clause (1) and (2) above. 

4, Both the parties agree to file this Memorandum of 
Settlement before the Presiding Officer, Central Govern- 
ment Industrial Tribunal No. 2 as Reference No. CGIT-2/22 
of 1974 is pending before the Hon’ble Industrial Tribunal 
and both the parties further agree to request the Hon’ble 
Tribunal for a Consent Award in the light of the above 
Settlement,
